Due to the changes in County 
and City zoning policies and fringe areas, the Ramada Inn is apparently a legal-non- 
conforming use. Any expansion of this use would not be permitted. Rezoning would 
allow expansion. 


Restricting this parcel to the uses permitted in a B-1-A district may actually 
constitute an undue hardship as this area develops, and as changes to the Zoning 
Ordinance occur.
